Ilici trhiniiiliant 
Ijassage north and tlirout;li the country 
Irom Marseilles t(j Dijon has placeil this 
beyond doubt. He met witli a tremeud- 
oua roceptiuu in each town alon^ the 
route, v.here the train stoi>i)ed, culmiii- 
atiUK in Hcentti of frenzied entluisiaKm 
here this evening, calculated to turn the 
hcatl of anyone. 

The jjupulation of Marneilles gatliercd 
in thousands this niornint; to escort him 
to the railroad station and gave him ; 
TLUsiu},' send-olT, wliile at Taratcon 
Aviynon, Lyons, Macun and Dijon, tin 
inhabitants, who crowded the railroad 
sliilionii, made the rafters tremble with 
euthusiadlic shouts of "Vive Krugerl" 
and "Vive les lioens!" 

The warmth of the reception increased 
instead of decreased, as might liave been 
ixpeeted Iroiu the difference lu charac- 
ter of the jnhabitauts of the provinces 
tluouKh which Mr. Kruger passed, hut 
one of the most important phases of the 
ilemunHlratiou wan the turn it took in 
an anti-British direction. 

At all stations, but especially Lyons 
and Dijon, shouts for the Uoers were 
mingleil with the loud criivi of "Down 
with the lin^dish!" Indeed, at I./yons, 
the denuneiation.s of the iOriKli^h drown- 
ed the slnnitiuK for the Kuers. ThiK is 
a disturbinj,' feature which is iiiiivertial- 
iy diticussed. ]''ears are expressed that 
the reception in I'aris may assume a 
character calculated to aroutw the feel- 
iug of Great Britain against Franco to 
such an extent an to result in unplcasnnt 
relatioiia between the countries. The 
\vanntli of the enthusiasm reached in 
Mariioilles yesterday palpably raised tT>o 
spirits of Mr. Kruger and his advisors 
te a high pitch. The faces of Dr. Lcyds, 
Mr. FiHcher and others, which on the 
evi' of the arrival of Mr. Kruger reveal- 
ed the anxiety tliey felt regardinp Ills re- 
ception, were to-day lighted up with hap- 
jiinws and confidence. lOvidently hope 
had revived in all tliat his mLsnion to 
Kuroi)e would be crowned with success. 

I'aris, Nov. 23. — Lepino, the 
r.refect of police, said to-day: 
"We have full coufidenco in 
Ihe people of Paris, and count upon 
them not to do anything likely to cause 
dil)lomatic complications. Ilowevor, the 
police have the strictest orders to permit 
only cries which are complimentary to 
Knigcr and the Boers. They "will not 
tolerate any cries uncomplimentary to a 
neighboring friendly power. Any per 
sons uttering such uncomplimentary 
cries will be arreetcU." 

Mr. Kruger will arrive at the Lyons 
.<;talion at 10:,3-} a.m., where he will bo 
met by committees represmiting the 
Boers, deputies, sonalort;, etc. After a 
short informal reception, he will he os- 
i-orled by way of the Grand Boulevards 
111 his liolel, Avhich is situated on a prom- 
inent: boulevard. Mis time of jiassing 
tln-o\ig!i I lie IhoroughfareM will lie coin 
cideiit M-itli the hincli hour, and many of 
the t^tiire.s, etc.. will be closed for tin?

]?russels. Nov. 23.-1116 Boir this even- 
g says .Mr. Kruger, on his arrival at 
Till' Hague, will nsk for mediation, and 
if unsuocpssful, he will publish all docn- 
uientH of state in hi« poese.seion, show- 
ing the secrets of the war.

The alloga 
tions show that the father, a dis.sipated 
old locktimith, having nignilied his pur- 
pose to marry again, tliuis cutting off the 
children's inheritance, tlie- son, advising 
with his sister, decided to make away 
with his father. One morning ho went 
into the hulds and dug a liole, then came 
back and informed hia sister that he had 
prepared a grave for the old man. When 
the father returned, his won beat him. to 
di>ath with a shovel, put his body in a 
sack, loaded it into a wagon and carried 
it out and liiirried it in the place he had 
prepared. Then Bauer lied to the Unit- 
ed States, where he wa« arrested on 
the confession of his sister.

CUBAN CONSTITUTION. 

Question of Future Relations Leads to 
Argument. 

TTavrnn, Nov. 23. — The question 
whether tlie future relations of Cuba 
and the United States are to be cnusid- 
ered sinuiltaneonsly with the drawing 
up of the conslitulion led to a spirited 
argument between Senor (iualberto 
Gomez and Gen. Sanguily at tivday's 
sessiiin of the Cuban const i t iil ioiia! con- 
vention. Senor Gomez said: "The re- 
lations mast depend on the conslitulion, 
and not the constitution on the relations. 
Gen. Wood's address at the opening of 
the convention outlined the course for 
ns to take— first to draw ifp a constitu- 
tion and then to discuss the question of 
relations. I believe it was not the in- 
tention of the United States to have tho 
constitution of Cuba depend on tho rela- 
tions, and I would refuse to act further 
in the convention if any other view had 
prevailed. This is not the time to dis- 
cuss the relations."

Washington, Nov. 23.— The latest mail 
from Manila received at the war depart- 
ment briugd an interesting budget of 
news from the ieluuds, some of which 
have heretofore beeu touched in press 
despatches. 

The Manila papers of October IS 
devote large space to a renewal of the 
riport conceruiue Aguinaldo's death in 
Northern Luzon. They say the circuni- 
Htautial chariieter of tjiis report, togeth- 
er with the fuct-thut Gen. Trias recently 
has been signing himself cunimaiider-in- 
cliief of tile insurgent forcit*, lends strong 
color to the belief that Aguiualdo may be 
dead. The liitesC report ia this lino 
comuti from Neuve Fcija, iu Northern 
Luzon, where, in an outpost skirmish^ 
Aguinalilo's horse was killed and his sad- 
dlebags, with a number of personal p;i- 
pers, were captured. A nou-commisaiou- 
ed olUcer at this place had gained tlie 
coahdence of a native woman, Maria 
Ramirez, wife of one of Aguinaldo's 
staff, and had got -information ae to the 
niovenients of the insurgents, much of 
\\ hich had proved to be correct. The wo- 
man told him that in the fight at Neuve 
Eeija, Agiiinaldo had been shot from his 
horse and severely wounded. He had 
been carried by his followers into tho 
jungle and was reported to be ill with 
fever. His body was carried down the 
river on a raft, .slung in a hammock and 
covered with palm leaves, but the na- 
tives who saw the passage of tho raft 
wen- uncertain whether he was dead or 
alive. 

Mail advices from Alanila giv<' in con- 
siderable detail tin story of the rescue 
of Capt. Shields and 50 men of the 50tli 
Infantry after their capture by the in- 
surgents in Marinduijue. 'I'lie light that 
Capt. Shields and his party put up 
against an overwhelming force is de- 
clared to be one of the most brilliant 
incidents in the history of bush-lighting 
in tho country. Tho iiO men in question 
were pursuing n party of insurgents of 
superior force into the mountains, when 
they were ambushed in a box canyon 
liy a force of 2."0 rilleineii and 1,8(1(1 
liolonicn. They made a continuous fight 
for ISO hours, killing a largo number of 
the insurgents, and were overiiowcrod 
only after they had fired their last shot 
ami practically were siimtherpd in a 
hand-to-hand light with their 2,000 ad- 
versaries. 



London, Nov. 24. — "A serious diverg- 
ence has arisen in Pekiu," says the Tieu 
Tsin correspondent of tho Daily Mail, 
wiring Wednesday. "Japan, the United 
States, Russia and France favor de- 
manding a milder punishment than tho 
execution of Prince Tuan and others; 
while Great Britain, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy deem anything lcs& 
than the death penalty useless. 

"An important decision has been ar- 
rived at, however, that this divergenco 
is not to interfere with the general peace 
negotiations. 

"Another remarkable feature of the- 
situation is the remarkable volte face- 
of Itussia, who now declines either to- 
withdniw her troops from the province 
of Chihli or to hand over the railway,, 
as promised." 

London, Nov. 23. — Tho Times this 
morning comments editorially in a some- 
what incredulous tone upon Secretary 
Hay's fresh note to the powers, saying- 
that it " cannot imagine Secretary Hay 
ns objecting to the execution of the- 
guilty offlcials after, as was understood,- 
assenting to tho French proposals," 

It admits, however, that so far as out- 
siders can fonn an opinion, "the United' 
States appears to ho the leading obstacle- 
to the -working of the concert of powers 
in China." 

Tien Tsin. Nov. 2.3— The Russian mili- 
tary authorities announce that the order 
to hand over the railway has been- 
rescinded, but no reasons are given for 
this step. Until Tuesday last civilians 
had been allowed to ride free. Since 
that date, however, fares have been 
charged, and the passage tickets issued 
are printed in the Russian language..

London, Nov. 23.— A despatch to 
Renter's At'ency fioin Pekiii, dated No- 
vember 22, says: 

"Competent independent judges of the 
present critical stage of the negotiations 
opine that the coiusideratioa of all the' 
peace preliminaries should he trans- 
ferred to Washington or to a Buropean 
capital aud be placed in the hnnd.s of 
plenipotentiaries possessed of full 
powers to arrange the terms to be im- 
posed on China. Once the terms an 
agreed on, they should be presented as 
a demand, not requiring negotiations 
with tho Chinese commissioners. His 
felt that tho present discussions of i!ie 
ministers, who do not possess the powers 
to decide on tho inultiplicity of proposi- 
tions without reference lo their Kovern- 
incnts, are bound to draj,' out the pre- 
liminaries, which will result in lonj; 
delays, which anticipate vastly in- 
creased difficulty in reaching a sett le- 
nient, o«-ing to the alleged waste of 
time.'' 

New York. N'ov. 2:'..— Aniencan de- 
spatches, says the ■rriluine's Lomlon 
corresiioiident, iuilicate that the Chinese 
situation is rcf^ariled more serious^ in 
Washini-'toii than it is in London. 'The

At any rate, ho is tlie min- 
ister who is specially charpred with the 
presentation of Western tnnttors to the 
cabinet, and tlio occasion ought not to 
he alhvwed to slip by without the peojile 
of this city letting liini know how they 
feel upon numerous public matters. Foi- 
the time being we can forget our party 
leanings and unite upon the case of Vic- 
toria and British Columbia. 



ANOMALIES IN VOTING. 

There is a resident of Victoria wlio 
iiwns a ;,'reat de.'il of pro])(>rty, liut it so 
happens that none of, it is within the 
limits of the city of \'ictoriir He has 
several mortgages here. One of th>,' 
mortgaged properties lias been ab.-m- 
doned by tbe owner, and the mortgagee 
is in possession, liut the depreciuteil 
value of the property is such that lie 
has not foreclosed the laortgage. In re- 
•gard to the railway ferry by-bnv, he 
■ilifTors in ojiinion from the mortgager, 
but the latter will vole on the strength 
•ot his absolutely valueless interest in 
the property of which ho Is no longer in 
liossession. The above is an actual 
ease. Th<>re are many cases like that 
of the man who has a large stock of 
goods, emplo^fs a number of men, and 
spends a great deal ot money in the 
community, and ye?, because he does 
not happen to own a lot within the c'lty 
limits, may not vote on a money by-law, 
although ppS,s|bly-S!C!me of his employees, 
who, aiappeiTi tpLown their little, homos, 
-inay do so. The answer In both these 



cases is that the liability incurred by a 
money by-law is charged upon the laud. 
The answer is not a good one. Ulti- 
mately every public liability is charge- 
able against the land, yet every person 
coming within the very wide definition 
of a householder under tlie law may 
elect a city council, -whose powers of 
taxation are wide. 

It is a question if the munici|)al law 
might not be benefieially amended so a-' 
to ^^iden the I'leetorate -wliich may deal 
with those subjects. If any change is 
made in that regard it Ought to iuithor- 
ize the iiiunieipal councils to provide 
that, when it is doomed expedient, a 
certain proportion of the burden of any 
money by-law should be met by a poll 
tax. hut there is a large proportion of 
every community who will never have 
their fair voiet> in inuniei|)a' affair 
until thoy consent to boar directly 
IHU^tinu of the cost of public improve- 
ments. This is no now suggestion, in 
many Kastern places every voter in the 
iininiciiKility has a vole on all (piostions, 
liur 111? pays his share cu' the taxes iii- 
< urrod thereby. The matter is worth 
looking into. 



CANADA ANn AUSTKALIA. 

The suggestion has boon uiado that 
Victoria shmibl taUo the initiative in 
urLriiig upon the Itiuiiinion the ilesir- 
iil.ilily of sending a contingent of Cana- 
.'i in troops to l>e present at the opening 
i,f the parlianieiil of the .Australian 
('oninioiiwealtli. W'l' are iiiiieli in syiii- 
puthy with the iiloa. There have lieeii 
some news dospatehes on the subji'ct. 
and in one of llieni it was said that the 
^•nverniiieiit did mit lool that it ou-lil to 
L'o to the iieei'ssary expense. We lake 
very little stock in any such excuse for 
in.'ietion. Mr. Fiohling says he has a 
hu-L'e surplus, and lie could not put a 
portion of it to bettor use than in ile- 
I'rayiiig (he exiienso of a company of 
Canada's lioys in khaki to the great 
Southern Commonwealth. Indeed, in 
view of the highly roiiresentati ve galher- 
inu to he nssemhlod there -a gathering 
that will he scdected from every other 
nf the principal parts of ller Majesty's 
ihuniiiions— it will seem ex t rtiordiiiary if 
Canada does not participate, and still 
more so if tbe reason given is the matti-r 
of expense. Canada cannot afford not 
to be represented on such an occiisioii, 
and if the b.-.'st part ot $100,000 will be 
called for to pay the bills the money will 
bo well spent. 

Canadians present on such an ocen 
sion will contribute to tli(> c(>nionting of 
tbe bonds of empire. Their presence 
will also enhance the feeling of gootl- 
will now existing between the southern 
and northern continental portions of 
Iler Majesty's domain. Kroni a purely 
comiiiercial point of view the visit would 
have an excellent effect. It is desir- 
able that the closest possible business 
relations should be developed between 
the two counti-ies, and we all know how 
very much sinit iineiital coiisider.al ions 
affect that sort of thing. We hope (hat 
those who are moving in this matter 
will persevere until their action bears 
fruit.

only. Thi.s prevents more than a very 
I'e^.v people, an iuiinitesimal and imper- 
ceptible fraction, being counted more 
than once. The total population of the 
country is obtained with great accuracy. 
And iL is argued that even for particular 
municipalities the nuinber is given with 
ajipruxiniate eorroctnesri; for, it is con- 
li'iulod, if the census in taken at a Koasou 
when excursions are not in vogue, the 
iiuinber of absent retiidents about bab 
ances the number of reciideuls of other 
places who are preisont. 

Why Hliould Ave not have a combined 
do jure and do facto census? We seem 
to need tlu? former for purposes of com- 
parison with the record and in justice be- 
tween niuniciiialitio.'i, and we eeem to 
need the latter if wo want to know what 
the poiiulation of each province and of 
the Dominion really is. Knumeratorft 
ought to be equal to the task of record- 
ing whether each member of the do tacto 
population in (1) present, (2) a resident of 
some other place present on a visit, or l!!l 
a toniporary resilient, or, in other words, 
a inoniber of the tloating population; and 
alfin ot recording, in addition, as is done 
under the de jure -method, the nmnber of 
porsoiLs resident in the locality, bat tem- 
porarily. 

One change, it is to be hoped, will bo 
made next year. In 1891 persons were 
asked to state their nationality. They 
were alniont al.i Canadian in nationality, 
but tliev were put down as lOiiglish, 
Seotidi, ' Irish, l-'reiu'li, and t^o forth. If 
people are to be aslced their iia I ioiinlity , 
l.'t il lie di.-tinetly understood that their 
iiatiiiiiality is oiio thing and their racial 
origin son'iethin^' oImo. Some Canadians 
are of Cerman descent, others of Scan- 
dinavian diKcent, or of P'reiich or Eng- 
lish or Iri.sh descent; iiiaiiy have in their 
vrius the lilonil of imire than one peo- 
|ilo, hut all are of Canadian nationality. 
The state, through it.s oflleial.s, should 
ain; rather to imiinws upon its members 
their national unity than to give them a 
conflicting and erroneous idea.

1. To obtain accurate and reliable iii- 
formntiou of the development work and 
the iiistallatioti of machinery in each oC 
the mines or claimfi ia all campis in South 
eru Itritish Columbia and to put iu au at- 
tractive form before mining investors in 
thcRc ^naucifil centres. 

-. To obtain weekly &hipuient.4 of ore 
from each mine in these camps; the esti- 
.ii.ited value, the smelter to which the 
Kline hart 1 n shiiiped. whether in (Can- 
ada or the Cliited Slalii; or elsewhere; 
llie tonnage that may be milli'd or con- 
c.'iiiraled and values; the tonnage of 
ccincentrateti shipped and value, also Ihu 
tonnage treated by the cyiinide or other 
processes, and value. 

'A. This iiiforniatioii will he tabulated 
by the ollieers of 'J'he (.'hamlier of .\lineri 
and cabled through the jire.ss agenciots to 
London, Uerlin and Paris, and by .\.s- 
siM.iatod and (/auadian pretss despatches 
to the daily [lapers of the United Slalen 
and Canada.

It hardly seems postjible that the Boorn 
can be deceived with the sort of non- 
sense that Dewet is alleged to be tolling 
them about the condition of Great Brit- 
ain.

Wr 
have no information on the subject, but 
nre satisfied that it is not tbe fault of 
the E. & N. Railway Company that they 
have not been coming at any time dur 
ing the past ten years. With the Cana 
dian Pacific sending freight here over 
tb(> E. it N., and the Great Northern 
doing the same over the ^'ietoria it Sid- 
ney, Victoria will be in an enviable |iosi- 
tion in the ■matter of transportation. "W 
are satisfied that flic effect of such rail- 
way connection upon the future of the 
city, the Island, and the two Island rail- 
V, ays will lie very great indeed. The 
volume of business will enormously in- 
crease. In the course of the ne.\l de- 
cade, tlinsi' people who talk as Ihoiiu'l'. 
ilie only (luestion in transpiirtation is 
who shall do what business is now done, 
will realize how mistaken they are.

Tlic sealiuf schooners are bwiig, ono 
by one, toweil in to the ■whurves; diruct- 
ora of the newly formed conipuuy uro 
holding informal meotings dnily; eruws 
are beiuj^ shipped, and evci-ytliiii;; is 
being uiude ready for the coiuiiij,' sciil- 
ing season. In two or perhuijs tlueo 
Aveeks from date, it is expected tliat the 
schooners will begin spreading their 
■white wugs again, and bo off on tbeir 
several eruiscB. 

More schooners are to go to Japuii tbis 
year than for many year.s. U is ex- 
pected that at least ten or twelve 
schooners will K" across the I'iicitic to 
the sealing grouiiils ulT the .lapaiiesc 
coast. There will be about thirty vus- 
sels oil the British Columbia coast. 

The work of vuhiating the schooners, 
gear, etc., is progressing, and the scuie 
of wages to be paid by the company has 
been definitely tixed by the directors. It 
is as follows:

The wages compare very favorably 
with those paid last season. They will 
apply on each of the forty or more 
schooners of the company. There are 
but three vessels sailing under an inde- 
pendent flag- the Unibrina. of Caiit. 
Pepiiet; the Enterprise, of Capt. Clarke, 
and the Teresa. The Enterprise is get- 
ting ready for a cruise to the .Tari'm 
coast. It has not been determined 
where thev Umbrina and Teresa will 
hunt.

The ship St. .Tames, whieli left San

The Sixtus, -which is a bark of 1,707 
tons, is now on a voyage from Ham- 
bnrg, which port she lc?ft on SeiJtcmbcr 
25 for Kiao-chou. «he is taking Ger- 
man sup[)li<:s to the Ceriaaii base in 
the Orient. an<l after discliargiof: them 
will come across to the Royal Uoiiils for 
her orders. Sh.,' w:is spoken on Octo- 
ber !) in 51 N., 2 IC. 

.Another new charter just taken up to 
carry hiniber from th<' IJlieniainns mills 
is that of th(.> American ship .Mary A. 
Troop, n hirge carrier, whii li has "been 
here hofnre. The Troop will eomi.. from 
Xcwi'astle, via .\cai)iileo. She Is now 
at the -Vustralian port undergoing re- 
pairs, having been obliged to return 



there after sailing with a coal cargo for 
Acapulco, owing lo a buffeting received 
in u storm off thi- Australian coast, in 
which she was partially dismasted. She 
returned to Newcastle on November 7. 

Other vessels to come to the Che- 
inainiis mills are the Roland ami l>iin- 
dei". The former is coming from New- 
castle, via llonoliila, taking a cargo of 
coal to the islanils; and the latter is 
coming from Hongkong. liotli are due 
about .lainiary 1. 

.Vllliougli there is not such a scarcity 
of ships as Ibi'r<' w.'is .some short time 
ago, the demand lor luiiiber-rairiels 
still exceeds the supply. .\ cargii of 
Chemainus lumber lias beini boiiglit by 
a London lirm, iiiiil a ship has still to 
be secured \n carry the luniher to the 
T'nited Kingiloni. It will in-obably he 
secured for the April-.May loading. 

The Vancouver World says: "It is 
s.iid that the .shipping men of San Fran- 
cisco have executed a compotitive move- 
ment in recent nhip charters that has 
made it still more diUlcult for BrftLsh 
C<dumbia nierchiints to secure vessels 
for freight-earryiin,'. Recently ifTers 
were made for ships at higher frciglii 
r.ates ihan nsmil, but the San Francisco 
people s'-'-nreil the boats with an ad- 
vance ini the charter money of (!0 cenl.-( 
a thi>usand over what ccuild be paiil by 
nnTchants in British Columbia. Both 
the Hastings ami Mooilyville mills are 
having niiu-li trouble in securing' vesseN' 
at jiriccs nnicli higher than havi> ever 
been ])aid before. .\mong recent char- 
ters of the .M iinil.vv ille mills are the 
bark Itose. Atiilaiita. .\lex. (Jibson, 
Henry Fielding, and the brig Arthur 
Sewell.

School Law 

And Regulations 



New Manual Just Issued by the 
Department of Educa- 
tion- 



Change In the Regulations Re- 
specting Issuance of Teach< 
ers' Certificates. 



There has just been issued from the 
deiiartment of education a nwy nxttliuaj 
of school law and regulations. It con- 
tains the School Act; rules for the call- 
ing and conduct of meetings; powers 
and duties of trustees; rules and regu- 
lations; particulars regarding teachers' 
examinations; courses of study in 
graded, eoniinoii and high schools; sub- 
jects of examination, and regulations of 
admission to a high school; authorized 
te.^t books and forms to be used. 

The following reference is made to 
the proposed Normal school: 

"The first session or the provincial 
Normal school Avill open on Wednesday, 
January 9, in the Vancouver High 
school building. The Siiperiiiteadeiit of 
Kdncation, Mr. Wilson (inspector of 
schools), and Mr. Ulair will form the 
teaching staff during the lirst session. 
The session will close on the date of the 
closing of till! public schools in ,Tuni 

•• It is the intention of the coiiiieil 
public instruction to frame regulations 
governing this important institution 
wlii'ii experience has shown what policy 
is best suited for the advancement of it's 
interests. The school Avill be open for 
instruction, free of charge, to all holders 
of junior, intermediate, senior and 
senior academic high school certificates 
as well as to all holders of teachers' cer- 
tificates of this or other provinces. In 
order to secure a class for the first 
session, an examination will be held in 
A'ictorili, Viiiicouver, Kaniloops ami Nel- 
son, beginning on Jlonday. Decenil 
IT, at i):,">0 a. ni. Tlie exaiiiiiiatioii will 
he held in tb" High school. A'icloria in 
the High scliDol. Vancouver; in tli 
Pnhlic scliDol, Kaniloops; and in t:- 
i'libiie school, Nelson.

(II Iteadiiig— To read intelligently 
expressively. (2) Writing— To write 
legiblv ami neatly. (.'5» .Aritlimetii — To 
lie ilioroughly fnmiliar with the subject.

'• It is hoped that afn'r tlie tirsi ses- 
sion the iiistriictioii given will be of a 
purely nrofessioiial character, but at all 
times the aim will be not so nuieli to 
imiport i'.'st ruction as to Kho^v how in- 
struction should ho imparted. Attend- 
ance at the Normal school is compulsory 
on the part nt all candidates Avho are not 
already holders of provincial certifi- 
cates." 

Then follows the course of study in 
the Normal school. 

After next year, entirely new regula- 
tions governing teachers' certilicates will 
be in force. The new regiilatii)iis fol- 
low: 

"1. Horeafter nil certificates issued to 
teaeliers by the board of examiners shall 
be of four" classes, viz., thiril cla.as, sec- 
ond class, first class and academic class. 
Third elasfi certificates shall be valid for 
three years; but no ikm-hou sliall lie allow- 
ed to "renew a third class certificiite. K\\ 
other-s shall be valid for life, or during 
good behavior. All candidates must be 
at least eighteen yenin of age on or be- 
fore the date of the issue of the profes- 
sional certificate. 

"2. To secure a third class (■crtificate 
a candidate nnist have obtained a High 
school junior certificate, and nnist oom- 
piote, to the satififaction of hie instrnct-

Normal school. 

"0. To secure an academic certificate a 
candidate niu«t have obtained a High 
.school aeadeinic certificate, or he must, 
alter regularly entering a High school 
in the province, and purauiiig the coiin^e 
of study and passing the junior examin- 
ation and such other examinations as are 
1 rescribed for High schools that are af- 
filiated to a univerelty specified in (sec- 
tion 02 of the Public School Act, have 
passed the intermediate examination in 
arts of such university, and must com- 
plete, to the satisfaction of his Instruct- 
iirs, the professional course provided for 
Hist class certificate in the Normul 
school; or, he must be a graduate in arts 
or (Science of a recognized nniversity iv 
Her Majesty's dominioiiH who lias pro- 
ceeded regularly to his degree, and, iin- 
!i ss already the holder of a profe^■Hiollal 
ci'rtilicate api/roved by the hoard of ex-

In order to secure greater uniformity 
in the management of graded echoolti, 
the folldwiiig additional regulations have 
liei'ii prescribed by the council of public 
instruction : 

The principal shall prepare the limit 
table for each division of his .school, anil 
must forward a eojiy of the same to the 
education department for a|iproval. 

Semi-annual examinations for making 
promotions shall be held in the different 
divisiooH of each graded school. These 
examinations, eondneted under the super- 
vision of the principal, shall be oral, ex- 
cept in the ca«e of the Fourth and I'Mfth 
Keader cia.-<ses, where the examinations 
sliall lie written. 

.Vs il is luit deemed proper to place re- 
liance upon a single written exaiiiiiiatiiiii, 
the principal sliall eonsiill tlie assistoiit 
teacher of each ilivi.sioii in preparing tlie 
promotion lit;|. Tlie assistaiit'ti reeoiii- 
mendatiiiii. liased tipoii record kept as to 
progress and standing of pupils claimed 
to lie worthy of promotion, should be ac- 
( orileil proper consideration.

legislation may bo looked for the next 
session, which will begin in all prob- 
ability in the last week of .Tanuary or 
the first week of February, it would be 
dinicult to figure out more than the 
voting of supply. Practically without a 
promise to fulfil other than adherence to 
the principles for which the Liberal 
party stands, the position of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and liis colleagues is in very 
truth to he envied."
